Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 24.—The flood 
th at swept over the lowlands of Pitts­ 
burg and Allegheny Tuesday as a re­ 
sult of the heavy rains is the most dis­ 
astrous for years. 
At 8 o’clock last 
evening the m arks on the Monongahe­ 
la w harf showed 29 feet, with the river 
rising 2 inches an hour. 
River men 
expect 29V 2 feet. This is 4V 2 feet short 
of the record of the big flood of 1881. 
Nearly all the mills and m anufactur­ 
ing plants that line the banks of the 
Monongahela, Allegheny and Ohio riv­ 
ers were forced to suspend operations 
because of the high water. But for the 
rem arkable fact th at the rivers were 
free from ice and heavy drift the dam ­ 
age would have been greater. Capt. S. 
S. Brown, the m illionaire coal shipper 
and race horse owner, had twenty-five 
coal barges torn from their moorings 
at Brown station and swept down the 
Monongahela. 
As they crashed into 
the piers of bridges they were wrecked 
and sunk. Trains are all delayed. 
H alf the cellars of 
the 
downtown 
business district are full of water. In 
the F irst ard of Allegheny the police 
patrolled their beats in skiffs and res­ 
cued a num ber of persons who were 
afraid to rem ain in their homes.

The question invo ved was w hether 
th e Suve Board of H ealth could en­ 
force the vaccination requirem ent.

is conceded th a t the children are per­ 
fectly healthy and th a t no epidem ic of 
sm all pox exists. 
At 
conclusions of 
law the occasion of the court below 
found th a t the relator was entitled to 
a perem ptory w rit of m andam us com- 
m ending the defendants 
to perm it 
the children to atten d public schools 
w ithout first presenting a certificate 
regarding th eir vaccination, and th a t 
the relator was entitled to recover of 
the defendants his cost* and d isb u rse­ 
m ents in the action.

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JUST INSTINCT. 


Fate was a cat, and Leonard Herrick 
was a mouse. There had been some rare 
sport, but Herrick was of the opinion 
that it could not last much longer.
